THE LATE TRAGEDY AT 
MACAO, 7 

“Wo have been favoured with-tho fol- 
lowing summary of the circumstances 
attonding the sad event which tovk place 
the other day’ at Macao, as they have 
come out at tho inquest on the bodies of 
Col, Mesquita, hia wife and daughter :— 

On the 20th March at 1 a.m, the eldoat 
son of Ool. Vicente Nicolao de Mesquita 
appeared “at ‘tho Hoad-quarters, covered 
with blood, wounded by threo balls, and 
declared: that he was fired at” by ‘his 
father, who was killing the whole of his 
family, At the same hour the youngest 
son, appeared at the house of the Secre- 

ry.General of the Government, de- 
manding assistance, saying that’ his 


found: in the tvell, into which. he had 
thrown: himaclf. For several - days 
vofora the ‘massacre. he was continually 
broedig over’ something, was in open 
hostility-“with his*family:and- took hie 
‘meals alone. On tho’ Sunday before the 
crime, he confussed—a thing he bad not 
done for ten years, He acctsed his 
wife of illicit: conection. with his 
‘eldest’ son, -but. there. was not a tithe 
of: evidence ‘to confirm this suspicion.

room... He told an old friond that after- 
noon who was in the habit-of visiting 
him every night to come no more. He 
was seen closing the window, when the 
Secretary General arrived,:and when the 
Secretary called ont from the street, no 
answer was raade from tho house. The 
servants deposed that while the door was 
being brokon open, they heard steps on the 
floor above. Meequita, it would seem, 
throw himself into the well, when the 
house was surrounded by the Police, A 
bundle containing threo shirts, some 
books and a military cap was found, and 
it is supposed that he prepared these 
things with the intention to escape which 
he would have done if tife authorities had 
not arrived so quickly, It is well-known 
that the deceased treated his wife and his 
children with brutal cruelty, He wasa 
violent and uneducated man, of very low 
extraction. He was raised to the rank 
of Colonel only for his courageous attack 
on the Passaleaofort.
